Records of the Chicago Crime Commission in a 
memorandum dated August 22, 1947, Peported that LEONARD. 
PATRICK is thé manager of a handbook. at 1625 South Kedzie ` 
Avenue. These records also reflected a mémorandum of i 
November 10, 1947, reporting that PATRICK was formerly 
employed in a handbook operated at 3613 West Roosevelt Road 
and was the owner of a tavern, 3166 Ogden Avenue. A handbook 
was alleged to be operating in the back of this tavern. For 
years poker games were operated at 316l Ogden Avenue with which 
PATRICK was said to be associated. The Chicago Crime Commission 
records also reflected a "Tribune" article of May 6, 1952, 
concerning the murder of DAVID ZATZ who was found shot to 
death in the trunk of his car on May 5, 1952. It is 
reported that ZATZ had operated a handbook at the cigar 
counter of the State of Illinois building and had been run 
out of this building as having been uncovered as a handbook 
operator and had recently started booking in the 38th District. 
The article recites that ZATZ was known as a syndicate front

which reports that on the West side the syndic 
tatives in SAM GIANCANA, SAM zr € RN 
and two underlings LEONARD PATRICK and 
On March 17, 1950, T-3 advised that LEONARD PARTICK, 
with alias PETH LEONARDI, is a known hoodlum affiliated with ABERT 
FRABOTTA, with alias "Obbie". According to T-3,upon the 
syndicates entering the policy racket, PATRICK participated 


in the kidnapping of the JONES brothers, Negro king pins of 
the policy racket in the 1940's.

In a Chicago Crime Commission report of April 26, 
1946, LEONARD PATRICK is variously reported as manager of 
a gambling place at 3613 West Roosevelt Road and as having 
only a twenty-five per cent interest in the blackjack game 
in this place. 


In a Crime Commission memorandum dated June 22, 1956, 
it is reported that a gambling joint, operating at 7018 North 
Western Avenus in the rear of a restaurant, is a LEONARD 
PATRICK enterprise and PATRICK supposedly owns the restaurant. 
These records also reflect a memorandum dated July 27, 1956, 
which reports that further investigation indicates’ that there 
is a commercial poker game at 7018 North Western Avenue. A 
police report was réceived on a complaint sheet on August 1h,' 
1956, concerning the gambling at 7018 North Western Avenue 
and it was conclusively shown ‘that the captain of the district 
whitewashed the entire complaint. 


On February 26, 1958, T-L advised that he believes 
that PATRICK still has gambling going on at the New Lawndale 
Restatrant.

WILLIAM DRURY i,&nd.s THOMAS CONNELLY formerly of 
the Chicago Police Department, advised that as of April 15, 
1919, LEONARD PATRICK,[______Jand DAVE YARAS were 
operating what they termed a "Canadian poker game" at the 
New Lawndale Restaurant two nights a week.

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In a police report dated May 6, 1955, the Crime 
Commission records reflected that the bingo game at 
3242 West Roosevelt Road was found by the police to be 
operated by the men's club of a Jewish congregation and 
the Rabbi thereof claimed that he did net know LEONARD 
PATRICK and that no hoodlums were operating this game. 


In November, 1955, T-2 advised that the Western 
Hall, 322 West Roosevelt Road, Chicago, Illinois, is the 
place where bingo is played two or three nights a week. 
The commission from these games amounts to $10,000.00 a 
month and the rent alone on this hall is $15,000. 00. This 
place allegedly belongs to LENNY PATRIOK but his name is 
never mentioned in connection with it.  T-2 states that 
the "rent" is paid to another individual who turns it over 
to LENNY PATRICK.

Miscellaneous Gambling 


On February 16, 1958, the records of T-6 reflected 
that LEONARD PATRICK had reported his employment to his 
Selective Service Board in 192 at Chicago, Illinois, as 
a diee dealer in the R&K Club, 3613 West l2th Street. 


The "Chicago Daily Sun Times" dated March 22, 1950, 
reported that the body of EMMETT KEARNS, a West side gamblér; 
was found sprowled across a barbed wire fence on March 22, 
1950, at Hartsdale Station, Indiana. KEARNS, with alias 
EDDIE, MURPHY, had a criminal record cgóihg back 29 years and 
was closely associated with LEONARD PATRICK and DAVE YARAS 
in gambling activities. 


The Chicago "Tribune" dated March 22, 1950, stated 
that police sources claimed KEARNS was the silent partner 
of DAVE YARAS and LEONARD PATRICK who are in charge of 
syndicate operations in three West side wards.

On February 25, 1958, T-9 advised that LENNY PATRICK
